EAGAN GUILTY. 

Such is the Finding of the 
Court Martial. 

The President Inclined to Mit- 
igate the Sentence of Dis- 
missal From the Army. 

Washington, Jan. a8 — Commissary 
General H^gnn has been found guilty 
ol the charges of conduct unheconitng 
an officer and a gentleman and con 
doct to the prejudice of order and dii 
cipline.and of the specifications there 
to. and hns been sentenced to dismis 
111 Irom the army, but with a rtcom« 
mendation lor executive clemency. 

Under the legulations, the court, 
hiving reached the conclusion that 
the scented was guilty, had no choice 
in selecting Ihe penalty, the regula- 
tions providing absolutely one pun- 
ishment — dismissal. The only hope 
lor O n. Eagan is commutation, miti- 
gation or disapproval. 

It will be the prerogative of the 
President to either approve the find- 
ings and eentence or approve the 
findings and to mitigate the sentence. 

I'here is general belie! that the 
President I* Inclined to exercise clem- 
ency in the case, believing that Gen. 
Ivagan was scarcely responsible for 
wbat he said before the war iovesti- 
gating coromlsslon. owing to the 
provocation under which be fe-t he 
suffered as the result of the attack 
of Gen. Miles and the goading of 
the sensational press. 

It seems likely that the President 
will permit Gen. Ksgan to retire 
Irom active service, which will carry 
with it an immediate reduction of 5 
per cent, of his pay, with the al- 
lowances for commutation of quar- 
ters, amounting to |i,ooo a year, in 
addition. 

There is s general feeling among 
army men that this is the m -st that 
can be done in mitigation ol the sen- 
tence of the accused officer, whose 
offense constitutes the greatest scan 
dal to the service which has been 
known for many years past In the 
annals of the army. 

Ka.Telawlwra In Hare Lack. 

When the President made his two 
calls on the coaotry last year lor vol- 
unteers to fight Spain, 200.000 men 
left their homes and employment to 
enlist. Since the war haa ended 
about 100,000 ol these have been hon- 
orably discbargeil Many ot them 
went back to their old employment 
fend arc engaged once mure in the 
peaceful arts. A gre-it number, how 
ever, have laiird t-> get work from one 
cause and another In a great miny 
esses these cx soldiers gave np gou l 
positions when the country oeedt-d 
their services with the unilerstaiidiog 
that when they were mustered out 
they could go back to the work they 
Icll W'lien the w.-ir began. 

In many instances the toriuer sol 
diets now know that the specious 
promises of getting back iheir jobs 
were not made in good faith, and 
they are now reduced to very straight 
ened circumstances. In many esses 
men who lately wore the uniforms cf 
Uncle Sam's volunteer army are 
obliged to practically live on charity. 

The same state ol affairs was wit 
nessed at the close of the civil war 
and has been the case after every war 
in the world's history when large 
numbeis ol men were suddenly thrown 
out of a means ot livelihood by being 
discharged Irom service after peace 
was declared. 

In olden times these large bodies ol 
ex soldiers have often been the cause 



of much trouble to Ihelr country and 
I have In some instances formented 
I riots Bii'l ether exptca-ions ol discon- 
tent 

The Grand Army of the Republic 
was first stsrterl to help the men who 
were then discharg'd and much good 
was done in ihr way ol «1 ling the ex- 
fighters and their larailies 

The men who comfsiseil llie volun- 
teer army ol the United States are 
ver> different from the rlao* who treat 
ed trouble after many Eiiiopean wars 
Those men were mere fighters and 
knew no oilier trade, while In the 
present instances the ex soldiers, in a 
great maj-iiity of c.-ses, were holding 
good positions before the war. Among 
them me ministers, di'Ct'-rs. laws era, 
electricians, bridge bmldtrs. iron 
workers, mechanics, nurses and men 
in other walks ol tile, and they are be 
sides, from every state of the Union. 

In New York city, however, the 
distress is seen more promitently 
perhaps than in any other place be 
cause mote ol them have been attract 
ed to that city by the hope ol work. 
They supposed that it would be easy 
to find employment in sneb a big 
place. 

The Red Cross Relict association is 
doing wbat it can lor these men. 
The association ha* the names of be- 
tween 700 and 1,000 men for whom it 
is endeavoring to obtain employment 
and can supply to employers worker* 
experienced in almost any prolessioo, 
business or trade. They do uot ask 
for bigk wages, but wish only to earn 
a living. 

During the lew heavy snowfalls 
that New York has had this winter 
same of the ex-soldicrs obtained work 
in the street cleaning department, and 
citizens have severs! times stop|«<l to 
watch men dressed in the army unis | 
form shoveling snow from the cuib { 

Among the men who have applied | 
to the Red Cross lor work is a preach j 
er Irom Texas who gave up bis charge 
and enli.sted as a private He I 
thought that he could get mission 
work to do in New York alter he was 
discharged He could get nothing, | 
however, until the first fill of snow, ; 
when the parson went to work in a 
light summer suit. When asked why 
he gave up preaching the gospel to 
shoulder a musket, the Texan said 
t-aokly: 

"I believe in teaching aud preach - 
I I ig the gospel of peace until an ene- 
I my attacks my country. Then the 
i gospel ot peace becomes ineffective. 

I Nothing but solid lead, and plenty 01 
it, is any sort ol use I thought I 
could better serve the Master by 
shooting Spaniards than hv talking 
. religion, and so ju.at enlisted."

j Vancouver, B. C., Jsn. 28.— Alter 
escaping death by drowning, eleven I 
ol the crew of the ship Manbste were 
captured and eaten by cannibals of | 
New Guinea. The Msnbare was bound { 
for Sydney, Austrslii, when it wts 
caught in the terrible gale of Decem- 
btr. Near Cape Nplson it began to 
sink. The crew, eighteen sll told, left 
the vessel In two boats and soon be 
came separated. One boat containing 
twelve men was finally thrown ashore . 
ten miles Irom the Cape. The sailors 
were seized by natives from the in- 
terior and hurried off t) the village of 
the chiel. One man, James Greene, 
escaped. 

The sailors were stripped and bound 
and killed, one each day. A wild or- 
gie was participated in by at least too 
savages who had gathered for the 
least. 

In several cases the sailors were tor- 
tured by the old women and.cbil<lren 
oi the tribe. The eyes ot one were 
gouged out. The doomed men stoical 
ly watched the elaborate preparations 
for their death. A huge pot filled 
with boiling water was used for the 
least, which on the first day was pro- 1 
longed sway into the night. In most 
cases the men were beheaded, their 
beads being stuck ou pole* and par- 
aded before the men who were to suf- 
fer the same late. 

Greene was rescued by a steamer 
after tramping without food a day and 
a night to reach the coast. The scenes 
of horror he had witnessed turned his 
h.iir snow white.

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TO THEIR HOME. 

Doyle and McClure Sent 
to Eddyville for Life. 

They Respond to Their Sen- 
tenoes When Passed 
by the Court. 

Circuit Court adjourned here Inst 
Friday, after disposing ol the heaviest 
criminal docket in the history ot the 
county. Outside oi four murder trials 
only s lew whisky case* were tried, 
the civil docket being continued until 
the next term. 

On Thursday afternoon ahont 2:30 
o'clock Rev, Gregory Doyle and Prof. 
J. W. McClure, convicted of the mur- 
der of Lydia Bratcher, were brought 
int) court to receive their sentences. 
It was the general opinion of the peo- 
ple that each ol the prisoners would 
address the court on this occasion and 
they were not disappointed when the 
time came. 

McClure was brought Into court 
first, accompanied by the jailer, sheriff 
and two deputies. He wts neatly and 
fatbionably dressed in bine clothes 
and entered the conrt room with a 
quick and confident step. He was 
given a seat within the bar and near 
a table on which be carelessly re&ted 
one arm. He rather nervously sur- 
veyed the large crowd of people who 
were present, and when Judge Jones 
requested him to stand op, he arose aa 
if by magic and listened closely to the 
words of the sentence. When the 
Judge asked him if he bad any reasons 
to show why the sentence should not 
be pronounced against him, he bang 
his bead and alter biting his lips a 
few times, said: 

"Judge, with all due deference to 
your honor and the proceedings had 
in trial, I wish and desire, In the pres- 
ence of this audience, to say that de- 
spite the prejudice and the evidence 
as well as the confession charging me 
with this crime, I never saw Lydia I 
Bratcher in my life. A* all my life 
has shown that I am a law-abiding 
citUen, 1 now humbly bow to the un- 
just verdict and submit to the judg- 
ment of the court as the only thing I 
can do." 

The Judge then concluded the sen- 
tence and the prisoner was taken back 
to jail Doyle was then brought in. 
He was clad in a short sack, mud-col- 
ored coat and looked very much care* 
worn. He was slightly nervons and 
when the Judge requested him to stand 
up, he leaned against the tible and 
stood most ol the time on one foot. 
When he was called upon to ahow 
reasons why the judgment of the 
conrt shonld not be pronounced against 
him, he said:

The Judge then requested tb e jailer 
to keep them separated and told Doyle 
that be would inform the warden, at 
Eddyville, ol his requeat. 

He waa then taken back to jail and 
on Friday evening both McClure and 
Doyle were taken to the penitentiary, 
there to be confined during their 
natural life.

THE BOND ISSUE. 

The taxpayers of Ohio county 
should appreciate the splendid man- 
agement of the county’s finaocea by 
County Attorney M. L. Heavrin and 
Judge Jss. P. Miller, 

The indebtedness ot Ohio county 
lost July, at which time a special 
term ol the Fiscal Court was had to 
consider the matter, amounted to 
830,000, upon most ol which the 
county was pa} ing ten per cent in- 
terest or neatly three thousand dol- 
lars s >ear interest on the connty 
debt. When Messrs Ilesvrin aod 
Miller proposed to issue Ihe county's 
bonds bearing four per cent for mon 
ey with which to take up the out- 
standing indebtedness of the county 
and reduce tiie annual interest charge 
by about 8:, 800 a year. A part ol the 
Fiscal Cuurt bitterly fought the prop 
osition and when a vote was taken on 
the masure, a tie resulted, and Judge 
Miller's vots was required to pass it. 
83 >,000 of connty bunds bearing tour 
per cent interest payable semi annual- 
ly — bonds due in twenty years and 
payable at option of the county after 
five years — were prepared and sold to 
Rudolph, Kleybolte and Company, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, at 877 premium on 
the whole. Messrs. Heavrin and 
Miller delivered the bonds at Cincin- 
nati and paid off all the ouUtaadiog 
indebtedness ol the county other than 
the bonds December 26th, 1898. 

Alter the settlement with the Sher- 
iff the first ol this year it was found 
that 85 000 could be put into the 
sinking fund created by the court lor 
the payment ol the bonds as they be- 
came due, but Attorney Hesvrin and 
Judge Miller, being members 01 the 
Sinking Fund Commission, conclud- 
ed it would be better to have 85.000 
woitb ot the county bonds, than the 
same amount tn a Sinking Fund, 
opened up negotixtious with the com- 
pany to which the bonds were sold 
and bought five thousand dollars of 
the b'>nds at one per cent premium. 
The vigilance ol the patties named 
not only reduced the annual interest 
charge upon the county indebtedness 
from three thousand dollara f> one 
thousand but reduced the indetedneas 
^ itaell by five thousand dollars, for 
I which the taxpayers should be thank* 



We would suggest to our Demo- 
cratic friends and fellow citizens that
